TORONTO, FEBRUARY 2, 
1995 - About one-third of 
Ontario university students 
drink at a level that puts them at risk 
of health and other problems, accord- 
ing to a new study released today by 
the Addiction Research Foundation 
(ARF). 

The study, carried out in the 
fall of 1 993, found that 3 1 . 1 per cent 
of undergraduate students consumed 
1 5 or more drinks per week on aver- 
age. About 52 per cent of students 
also reported consuming five or more 
drinks at a single sitting in the week 
before the survey. First-year stu- 
dents, students living in residence 
and men tend to be heaviest drinkers. 
More than 6,000 undergraduate stu- 
dents at six universities across the 
province replied to the survey. 

More than 15 per cent reported 
drinking between 1 5 and 28 drinks a 
week, and an additional 1 5.6 per cent 
reported drinking more than 28 drinks 
a week. 

"The levels of heavy drinking 
are a cause for concern," said Louis 
Gliksman, a scientist at ARF and one 
of the study's five authors. "Drink- 
ing at these levels puts people at a 
higher risk for problems." 

In fact, the survey shows a sig 
nificant increase in problems re 
lated to alcohol since 1988. More 
students reported problems related to 
drinking, including hangovers, miss- 
ing classes, lower grades, vomiting, 
memory loss, fighting, and trouble 
with the law. Students with D aver- 
age were 3.2 times more likely to 
drink 1 5 or more drinks a week than 
students with A averages. Ten per 
cent reported driving after several 
drinks, and 1 5 per cent reported cut- 
ting class after drinking in the two 
months prior to the survey. 

Students also said they had ex 
perienced problems as a result 
of other people ' s drinking dur- 
ing the 1 2 months prior to the survey. 
Forty-three per cent reported being 
insulted or humiliated, 24 per cent 
said they had been physically as- 
saulted, and 38 per cent reported ar- 
guments. More than half of the stu-

dents surveyed were in favor of more 
spot checks by campus police, more 
education programs and activities 
about alcohol, and not selling alcohol 
at campus sports events. The survey 
identified significant increases in the 
use of certain other drugs. In particu- 
lar, the proportion of students using 
LSD has more than doubled since 
1 988, from 3.2 per cent to 7 per cent. 
Heroin use increased from 0.3 per 
cent in 1988 to 1.1 per cent in 1993. 
Use of anabolic steroids, which were 
almost unknown at the time of the 
first survey, increased from 0.6 per 
cent in 1988 to 1.5 percent in 1993. 
Use of crack cocaine and prescrip- 
tion stimulants were also up. Over 
the same period, however, use of 
powdered cocaine, cannabis, non- 
prescription stimulants and prescrip- 
tion tranquilizers declined signifi- 
cantly. 

The study found that, between 
1988 and 1993, despite overall alco- 
hol consumption on campus remain- 
ing relatively stable, there has been 



an increase in the numbers of stu- 
dents drinking heavily. Neither of 
these findings are reflected in the 
general population. Other ARF stud- 
ies have found that Ontario adults 
and high school students now drink 
less alcohol, and drink less frequently, 
than in previous years. 

The ARF study also found that 
students who live in univer 
sity residences tend to be the 
heaviest drinkers. Students in off- 
campus housing drink less, and those 
who live with their parents drink the 
least. 

"This really speaks to the need 
to do something in the residence en- 
vironment to educate students about 
responsible drinking, "said Gliksman. 
Most universities hold workshops for 
residence dons about drinking, but 
more needs to be done, he said. 
The survey results are accurate within 
1 .2 per cent 1 9 times out of 20.

OTTAWA — Finance Minister Paul 
Martin said that the federal govern- 
ment would meet its deficit reduction 
targets "come hell or high water". He 
was true his words. After hearing his 
budget speech, Canadians now know 
what awaits them: hell. 

Over the next years, the fed- 
eral government will slash $ 1 3.4 bil- 
lion from program spending. The 
budget cuts announced by the Minis- 
ter will hurt every one, especially those 
Canadians who are the most vulner- 
able. Students will feel the pinch 
next year, when the current Estab- 
lished Programs Financing (EPF) 
transfers for post-secondary educa- 
tion and health as well as the Canada 
Assistance Plan (CAP) transfers are 
merged into one lump of money un- 
der what is being billed as Canada 
Social Transfers. The amount trans- 
ferred to the provinces next year will 
total $26.9 billion, $2.5 billion less 
than the current arrangement would 
have provided. In 1997-98, these 
reductions will climb to $4.5 billion. 
These large cuts to EPF transfers to 
the provinces will automatically force 
them to recover the funding through 
much higher tuition fees. 

According to Guy Caron, 
Chairperson of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Students, "By lumping EPF 
and CAP, the federal government 
will further remove itself from any 



significant role in setting national 
standards for post-secondary educa- 
tion (x), a decision which flies in the 
face of a recent public opinion poll 
showing that Canadians believe edu- 
cation to be a top priority. The gov- 
ernment made all the wrong choices. 
It clings to a tight monetary policy 
while inflation is practically dead. It 
cuts 45 ,000 jobs from the publ ic serv- 
ice, but expects the economy to show 
healthy growth. It claims to be fair, 
but refuses to recognize the devastat- 
ing impact of its short-sighted obses- 
sion with the deficit. The govern- 
ment has been cowed by the 
doomsayers of the corporate elite and, 
in doing so, it has failed in its respon- 
sibilities to average Canadians. Stu- 
dents agree that we must reduce the 
deficit, but they don't understand why 
financial markets should dictate how 
we reach that goal." 

The government also an- 
nounced funding for the Social Sci- 
ence and Humanities Research Coun- 
cil and the Natural Sciences and En- 
gineering Research Council would ' 
be cut $77 million over the next three 
years. Said Caron, "this is an exam- 
ple of the worst kind of cut possible. 
These grants provide graduate stu- 
dents with the funding necessary too 
research that will lead us into the 21 st 
century. It does severe damage to the 
future of this country with little of no 
financial impact in the present".

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Husbands Use System to Control Women

Martina has been at Mon- 
treal's Flora Tristan shelter for bat- 
tered immigrant women for a month. 

Eight months ago, she didn't 
imagine herself sitting at the kitchen 
table of a women's shelter telling the 
story of how the man who said he 
loved her beat her. 

Martina met Alex while he 
was on vacation in the Caribbean. He 
had told her he was lonely and he 
needed someone serious and calm — 
like her — to be his wife. 

As a Canadian citizen, he of- 
fered to sponsor her immigration. 

"I came to Canada [from the 
Caribbean] to marry Alex in the 
spring. My mother was worried about 
the marriage, but I was in love, and I 
wanted to come be with him in 
Canada," she says. 

"But he treated me like an 
animal." 

Violence against women is 
sustained by the isolation and de- 
pendency of its victims. 

But when an abused woman 
can't speak any English or French, 
has no family in the country, and 
must rely on her abusive partner, the 
isolation, dependency, and insecu- 
rity she may feel take on insurmount- 
able proportions. 

"When an immigrant woman 
arrives in Canada, she often doesn't 
even know that there are laws that 
can protect her and that she has rights," 
says Elizabeth Montecinos, the shel- 
ter's co-ordinator. 

Unfamiliar with the language, 
most of the information she has ac- 
cess to is from her family, her part- 
ner, or her immediate surroundings. 

"People give her incomplete 
ordistorted information based on their 



understanding of the situation. The 
pressure to protect the family unit is 
great even though she might pay with 
her life," Montecinos said. 

How Canada Legally 
Sponsors Abuse 

An immigrant woman who is 
part of the family reunification pro- 
gram of Canadian immigration law 
faces several difficulties. 

As a sponsored immigrant, her 
rights as an individual are limited by 
a contract signed between the Cana- 
dian government and her husband — 
effectively relegating her to the role 
of his absolute dependent. 

"Sponsorship is used by the 
government to save money," says 
Montecinos. "But the social price 
women pay is not considered." 

The sponsor must show the 
government that he can guarantee 
housing, food and clothing, unfore- 
seen needs, social integration, and 
financial support to the sponsored 
immigrant. The law does not allow 
same-sex sponsorship. 

Although the contract once 
bound the woman to her sponsor for 
10 years, it is now limited to three as 
feminists — especially those working 
at shelters for battered women — pres- 
sured the government to alter the 
provision last August. 

The most powerful legal threat 
a violent husband can use to confine 
his sponsored wife during this period 
is the cancellation of the contract. 

If the woman has not been 
granted permanent-resident status, 
cancelling the contract could mean 
being sent back to her country of 
origin. 

If the woman has been granted 
permanent residence, cancellation 
brings about bureaucratic nightmares 
with no predetermined ending. 

The abusive husband often 
lies, telling her she can be sent away 
if she does not submit to his control. 

When a battered woman does 
escape from her husband, not only is 



the threat still there, she is still bound 
to him for the duration of the con- 
tract. 

Obstacles to Escaping Abuse 

"He wants to drive me crazy," 
says Martina. Her husband would 
blame everything that went wrong in 
the house on her. Burned-out electri- 
cal fuses and broken appliances were 
her fault. 

He became violent when her 
cooking was not 'Canadian' enough. 
He would not give her any money to 
buy warm clothing; all she had was 
what came with her from the Carib- 
bean. 

"He said if I wasn't happy at 
home, then I should just get out." 

She did, and spent most of the 
night of her departure in the police 
station telling her story through an 
interpreter and laying charges against 
her husband. 

Police informed her of her 
rights, and told her that if she needed 
support, she could call the Flora 
Tristan shelter. 

"I cried and cried on the phone. 
The woman could speak Spanish. I 
needed someone to tell me that what 
he was doing was wrong. I needed 
someone to tell me I was right to get 
out." 
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Martina has applied for wel- 
fare to support herself but the con- 
tract is still in effect and her husband 
must reimburse the government for 
whatever she receives. 

He has refused and his lawyer 
has threatened to claim he was men- 
tally incapacitated the day they mar- 
ried in order to nullify the wedding 
and complicate her legal hassles. 

Changing the System 

The activists at the Flora 
Tristan shelter want the law to change. 
Montecinos would like to see a 
mechanism put into place where spon- 
sorship can be suspended in cases of 
abuse. 

There are already provisions 
in the law that can be used to break a 
contract for 'valid' reasons, but the 
definition of 'valid' is not specified. 

She says codes of conduct and 
regulations are needed to help immi- 
gration, welfare and other govern- 
ment service employees understand 
the needs and difficulties immigrant 
women face. 

Activists working against vio- 
lence against women must also take a 
look at recent legislation that sends a 
refugee claimant found guilty of a 
crime in Canada back to his or her 
country of origin, says Montecinos. 



"A battered woman may hesi- 
tate to lay charges against her hus- 
band for fear of having him sent 
away," she says. "Things are so un- 
clear, she may even fear being sent 
away, also, if she is a sponsored im- 
migrant." 

The Flora Tristan shelter for 
battered immigrant women is inde- 
pendent from government services 
and acts as a safe space where women 
ofvariouscultural and linguistic back- 
grounds can receive support in their 
language. 

Ninety-five percent of women 
at the shelter are sponsored immi- 
grants, in the process of being spon- 
sored, or without any legal status in 
Canada. 

Montecinos believes shelters 
like Flora Tristan are necessary be- 
cause government services often con- 
sider violence against women as if it 
were a private problem to be treated 
one case at a time. 

"It's a problem deeply rooted 
in our sexist customs and laws. We 
can't help victims without also work- 
ing to change the system," 
Montecinos said. 

"And as far as I know, I have 
never seen CLSC [Quebec health 
clinic] employees take to the streets 
with placards demanding change!"

-Many people have talked 
about "Coming Out" but not many 
understand fully the process that it is! 
Coming out is the act of disclosing 
one's sexual orientation. It can refer 
to the acknowledgement of one 's own 
feelings, confiding in one person, or 
to a transition period of coming out to 
many people. Even after such a pe- 
riod, it is a process which continues 
throughout our lives. 

Those who struggle with their 
sexual identity may suffer enormous 
anxiety, pain and anger as they work 
to rectify the inherent incongruence 
between societal messages of com- 
pulsory heterosexuality and their own 
feelings and preferences. Compul- 
sory heterosexuality is a complex 
system of social regulations that in- 
volve rewarding heterosexuality and 
punishingt same-sexuality. This sys- 



tem may be enforced both systemi- 
cally and interpersonally through such 
things including exclusionary rituals 
of relationship recongnition, rejec- 
tion from family, harassment and dis- 
crimination in the workplace, verbal 
harassment, physical violence (e.g. 
bashing and sexual assault). The bias 
and resulting exclusion, harassment 
and discrimination that arise from 
this system of rules is sometimes 
invisible to those who are privileged 
by such a system. 

The term "coming out" comes 
from the expression "in the closet", a 
coping mechanism that accompanies 
consealing one's sexual orientation 
to avoid the direct effects of homo- 
phobia, lesbophobia or biphobia. It 
requires accepting and managing a 
complex network of restrictions to 
avoid the sanctions imposed against 
those identified as lesbian, gay or 
bisexual. Sometimes used derogato- 
rily, with reference to the falsifica- 
tion and guardedness associated with 
life in the closet. It can also be used 
todescribe parts ofone's life, eg. "I'm 
out with friends and family but I'm 
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still in the closet at work."

Always being one to expand 
my horizons, I picked up a copy of 
the Utne Reader, a magazine I had 
heard of for some time, but never 
read.

It seems like everyone today 
wants to describe themselves as Con- 
servative. It's almost a race. We have 
gay conservatives, youth conserva- 
tives, feminist conservatives (I can't 
explain this one), former leftists are 
now conservatives, everyone. Mov- 
ies like 'Forrest Gump' are hitting it 
big with everyone. 

What do we hear from the 
media? If they 're not busy denying it, 
then they explain it away as an illu- 
sion. It's reaction against the 'kinder' 
1 990' s. Reject Conservatism they say, 
it's only a panacea. 

The left now looks like 
Agamemnon, begging Achilles to 
save what's left of the Argives. In 
retreat, the full forces of the left are 
how pleading for a middle ground, 
one they denied to us for years.

MONTREAL (CUP) — Violence 
against women is a world-wide epi- 
demic, transcending all regions, 
classes and cultures, says a United 
Nations study on the world's women 
from 1970-1990. 

Examples of violence include 
systemic rape, forced pregnancy, 
genital mutilation, conjugal violence, 
torture, discrimination and murder. 

The international community 
— through the United Nations — 
intends to address the issue of vio- 
lence against women at the fourth 
World Conference on Women, to be 
held in Beijing in September 1995. 

The agenda for the conference 
also includes eradicating poverty, 
eliminating inequality in education, 
ensuring access to relevant health care, 
employment and economic partici- 
pation, preserving the environment, 
ending inequality in sharing of power 
and decision-making, improving im- 
ages of women in the mass media and 
promoting women's human rights. 
' Madeleine Gilchrist, Canada's 

representative for women's non-gov- 
ernmental organizations at prepara- 
tory meetings for the Beijing confer- 
ence, agrees that violence against 
women is a global issue. 

"Violence against women ex- 
istseverywhere,just in different forms 
around the world," Gilchrist said. "It's 
not so much women being physically 
beaten, like in the Western world; in 
other regions it is subtle, like n-adi- 
tional practices being pushed on 
women." 



For example, in Southeast 
Asia, they key issue of violence 
against women is forced prostitution, 
said Gilchrist, who is also the head of 
Canadian Voice of Women for Peace. 

"In Africa, it is that women 
don't have the same access to health 
careoreducationasmen. Or, in some 
regions of rural China, girls are not 
even given names. They are given 
numbers. These are all forms of 
violence against women because 
women's issues are all interlinked," 
she said. 

The United Nations has been 
directly addressing women's issues 
since 1975, when the first World 
Conference on Women took place in 
Mexico City. 

However, it has been only re- 
cently that violence against women 
has been placed on the global agenda. 
And Canada played a fundamental 
role in putting it there. 

Canada asked the United Na- 
tions to establish a "rapporteur" to 
monitor violence against women 
around the world. 

This led to the Declaration on 
the Elimination-of Violence Against 
Women that was adopted by the 48th 
General Assembly of the United Na- 
tions. 

The declaration says that "a 
manifestation of historically unequal 
power relations between men and 
women both violates and impairs or 
nullifies the enjoyment by women of 
human rights and fundamental 
freedoms." 

Moreover, when Canada con- 
ducted its Violence Against Women 
Survey in 1993, it was the first na- 
tional survey of its kind done any- 
where in the world. 

The study exposed the alarm- 
ing real ity of v iolence agai nst women 
in Canadian society. For example: 



- One-half (5 1 per cent) of all Cana- 
dian women have experienced at least 
one incident of violence since the age 
of 16. 

- More than 1 5 per cent of Canadian 
women have been assaulted by a cur- 
rent or past spouse on more than one 
occasion; 32 per cent of these women 



have been attacked more than 10 to put the issue on other countries' 
times. agenda as well.' 

"At least the Canadian gov- 
ernment has addressed the issue of 
violence against women," said 
Gilchrist. "Other countries have done 
nothing. The UN Conference on 
Women in Beijing will definitely help

We're accounting for the future in Ontario 
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How To Pass The English Competency Test 



You've been here for five 
years, you ' ve taken the Writing Com- 
petency Test every time it's been 
offered, you're just finishing your 
third WAC course in your major, but 
you can't seem to get above a "2". 
Maybe that's a bit of an exaggera- 
tion, but a lot of students are in simi- 
lar, if not the same, boat — and it can 
seem to be sinking. But the first piece 
of advice: DON'T PANIC!! You 
can pass the Writing Competency 
Test. What you may need is a few 
tips to help you over the top. 

First, prepare yourself men- 
tally before the test. If you've taken 
WAC courses or any other writing 
courses before, review you r notes. 
Remind yourself about what it means 
to develop a strong thesis, to support 
that thesis with convincing reasons 
and relevant evidence, to finish up 
with a thoughtful conclusion. Think 
about whatever problems have re- 
curred in your own writing, and take 
some time to review a few strategies 
for addressing those problems. Above 
all, remember that you've learned 
how to think better, and that's the 
major component of good writing. 
You've been writing all year; now is 
the time this practice will come to 
fruition. 

Another thing you can do be- 
fore the test is to prepare yourself 
physically. Get a good night's sleep 
the night before. You just can't do 
your best thinking when you're tired. 
Oh, come on, you can miss one Fri- 
day night; the Pub will still be there 
on Saturday. Refuse those invita- 
tions and get to bed early. You can 
celebrate at graduation. 

Get up early enough to get a 
good breakfast if you're going to the 
9am session; get a good lunch if you 're 
going to the 1pm and a good dinner if 
you're writing at 7. Find your dic- 
tionary (don't forget: you're allowed 
to bring one to the test ! ), put your I.D. 
with it (you'll need it to register), and 
lay out a few pens. Take these all 
with you when head out the door in 
plenty of time to get to test fifteen 
minutes early at a sane pace. 

When you get there, hang back 



from the crowd at the door. There's 
no rush to get in; they won't start 
without you if you 're there. Instead, 
find a place where you can relax, 
breathe deeply, and get your mind 
focused. You'd be amazed how much 
this can help get rid of the jitters. 

Do the same when you get 
inside. There'll be about 20 minutes 
of instructions. Listen carefully, but 
take the time to breathe and centre 
yourself. 

When you get the test ques- 
tions, read them over carefully; don't 
dive for the first one that seems do- 
able. The first will be a quotation to 
respond to. If you choose that ques- 
tion, think about what the author is 
saying and what you think about the 
issue. Note carefully what you are 
being asked to do: what question you 
are being asked, what audience you 
are being asked to write to. 

The second question is usu- 
ally about some social, legal, or po- 
litical issue of current interest. If you 
choose this one, try to get beyond the 
knee-jerk response; take some time 
to think the issue through in a more 
complex way. 

The third question usually asks 
for some descriptive or explanatory 
writing. If you choose this question, 
think about how you can give a de- 
tailed response, tailored to the audi- 
ence and context the question pro- 
vides. 

Take at least 1 or 1 5 minutes 
to brainstorm before you start writ- 
ing, taking notes or making list or 
clusters of ideas on the inside cover 
of the writing book provided. Think 
of a number of different ways to 
respond to the question, exploring 
your thoughts and examining all sides 
of the issue or problem. If you don't 
do this, you run the risk of writing a 
superficial response — or one that 
the readers have heard a hundred 
times before. 

The scores of the Writing 
Competency Test value thoughtful 
or original responses — as long as 
they answer the question and fit the 
audience and context provided. The 
readers, a group of WAC professors 



who discuss sample pieces of writing 
together to standardize with each 
other before they begin scoring, some- 
times work 8 to 10 to 12 hours at a 
time to finish the scoring. (By the 
way, at least two readers read and 
score every test; if they don't agree, it 
goes to a third reader.) When they 're 
in their ninth hour on their second 
day of reading, believe me, they 
appreciate an essay that says some- 
thing they haven't heard before! 

After you've brainstormed, 
write an outline. Even if it's just a 
few quick notes to yourself, an out- 
line will help keep you on track and 
keep you organized. When you're 
nervous or under pressure, it's easy 
to digress. Referring back to an out- 
line will keep you focused. 

WTien you do start to write, 
take your time, but keep going at a 
pace that allows you to connect your 
thoughts naturally. Follow your out- 
line. Write an introduction that cap- 
tures the reader's interest and lays 
out your thesis. Follow it up with 
paragraphs that start with strong topic 
sentences that support your thesis 
and concrete details or examples for 
support. End with a conclusion that 
comes back to your thesis and ex- 
plains its significance. 

Leave yourself time to read 
back over the essay, looking espe- 
cially for problems that you have had 
trouble with in the past. Save enough 
time to look up words you suspect 
may be misspelled. Make sure your 
writing is legible. Use all your time, 
reading the essay over and revising 
as much as you have time for. 

Afterwards, go relax. You 
won't get your April test scores for a 
few weeks, so there's no sense wor- 
rying about them for a while. Put 
yourenergy into finishing yourcourse 
work and getting ready for finals. 
(By the way, most of this info is good 
advice for final exams, as well!!) 

When you do find out you 
score, I hope it's a "1". If it's noi 
make an appointment to go over you; 
test with the Senior Tutor at the Wri 
ing Centre. That way you'll know 
what you should think about and wo: 



on over the summer so that you'll 
nail it in September. Don't worry;

Gail Emmerson 
1941-1995 

On Friday, February the 17th, Gail Ann Emmerson lost her 
battle with cancer. She was more than a professor because she 
honestly cared. My first assignment to her came back with more red 
ink on it than the black ink with which I printed it. My family and I have 
lost many friends this year and there is nothing new I can tell you about 
dealing with a loss. But I can tell you what I have learned; see the 
people you care for and tell them that you do care. Life is precious and 
the people we care for can easily be lost. Gail Emmerson was 5 4 years 
old when she died. That was the morning after I was supposed to 
interview her for the course Gail would have been teaching if it wasn't 
for her cancer. I did not make it to the hospital for that interview/visit 
that Thursday because I was a little tired, had some errands to run, you 
know-things to do. Nothing really important but as students we all 
have something that we are behind in. I just decided I was going to go 
the next day. Well the next day never came for Gail, and I missed my 
last chance to ever see my friend alive again. 

Gail studied at five different universities firom Windsor, 
Toronto, Montreal, to Tours, France. I met Gail when she had returned 
from teaching English in Istanbul, this was after she taught in Terrace, 
B.C., Shawinigan, Que., Wawa, Elliot Lake, and Neuchatel, Switzer 
land. Gail was the Principal at an all girls' secondary school in Nova 
Scotia, the Head of the History Department in Chatham. As I look 
back at her life it seems to me that there was nothing she couldn't do 
and that nothing could stop her. Gail taught Women in the News 



Media 2106 from personal experience as a reporter for the Sudbury 
Star, a columnist for the Tabloyd, a Broadcaster for CBC radio and it 
goes on. Her Women and Work course was also taught from a life's 
worth of experience, and time never allowed her to teach me Women 
and Ageing . Rememt)ered for not only just having her beliefs but also 
standing up for them Gail lived a full if not long life. I personally took 
every course that Gail taught except for English Compositioa and 
perhaps that explains all the red ink she added to my work. Gail 
worked in the language centre and taught for the Women's Studies and 
English Departments. 

This is a sad story, yet I'm okay. I had seen Gail the week 
before, and she had other visitors and other flowers. It wasn't for her 
that I visited, she had visitors and many friends. Gail had spoken to my 
mother on the phone about their mutual cancers and they had com- 
forted each other. It wasn't for my mother that I visited-it was for me. 
I was seeing a friend, someone nice who asked about my 1 ife while hers 
was ending, and genuinely cared about the answers. I'm not overly sad 
because of the visit I missed, I'm glad for the visiti had. I would never 
presume to tell students to get organized or on top of things, that would 
be as easy as teaching a cat to catch a frisbee in it's teeth. Leam from 
my mistake and the one right thing I've done this year, visit or call 
someone you care for.

on a real event, takes place in the 1950's, at a time when "televison had 
opened a door to the world for millions of Americans, and nothing was more 
popular than the quiz shows." Everyone loves a good rags-to-riches story 
and to cheer on the underdog or root for the reigning champion, especially 
when it involves "real" people. Unbeknownst to the millions of viewers 
clustered around their tv sets, these shows are as carefully calculated and 
nearly as scripted as any other program. 

Herbert Stempel (John Torturro) is the geeky walking encyclopedia 
who, as "everyman," captures national attention by winning several con- 
secutive shows. Unfortunately for him, the ratings start to level when 
Charles Van Doren, ("Schndler's List"'s Ralph Fiennes) a golden boy from 
a prestigious academic family, auditions for the show. The powers that be 
make sure that Van Doren wins and proceed to exploit his star potential. 

Rob Morrow, formerly of television's "Northern Exposure," plays 
the ambitious and bright young lawyer who ultimately exposes the quiz show 
fraud. Morrow is also the film's main weakness with his unpredictable and 
annoyingly nasal accent. He is two-dimensional and not very convincing. 
He is completely overshadowed when playing opposite the charming Fiennes. 
Director Robert Redford did an outstanding job recreating the 1950's 
setting and the story itself is highly engaging. This real-life tale of corrup- 
tion, greed, temptation, and remorse is well worth watching, but unfortunaltely 
will not likely return to Sudbury theatres. Watch for it on Oscar night and in 
video stores. 




The Odds — Good Weird Feeling

Polanski returns with terrorism and sexual tension

There was a time, not too long 
ago, that Roman Polanski oc 
cupied the equivalent seat in 
the North American film industry as 
the Gods did on Mount Olympus. 
Polanski's film-even his bad ones- 
were horrific keyholes into the hu- 
man psyche, the stuff of poetic night- 
mares. 

In the '80s, Polanski's work be 
gan to deteriorate as quickly as 
the ozone; his exile from North 
America seemed to suck all the crea- 
tivity out of him: Pirates was an 
awful mess. Frantic was... can any- 
one remember anything aboutFran- 
tic other than Harrison Ford hanging 
on for dear life from a Parisian 
rooftop? Polanski's last feature,B!7- 
ter Moon, was, at its best, kitsch-so 
god-awful that it was actually funny. 

It is therefore with much sur 
prise, and as a great relief, that I 
report Polanski's latest film. 
Death and the Maiden, is good. 

Based on Ariel Dorfman's 
award-winning stage play, 
the film heralds Polanski's 
return to form-and what a form it is. 
Watching Death and the Maiden is 
like watching an old magician pull 
off a series of illusion that manage to 
dazzle even the disbeliever. Work- 
ing under the confines of one set and 
a trio of actors Polanski has crafted a 
fascinating film that exceeds the 



play's aspirations. Perhaps it's the 
kinship to the theme of exile that 
brings this out of Polanski-whatever 
it may be, it works. 

The premises oi Death and the 
Maiden, is a gripping one: a 
man is given a ride home by a 
stranger during a rain storm. Upon 
arriving at home, the man ' s wife links 
the stranger's voice with the govern- 
ment torturer who had subjected her 
to brutal cruelty 1 5 years prior. After 
knocking him unconscious, she straps 
him into a chair to begin her own 
form of terrorism. 

Dorfman's play is a caution 
ary tale of how civilized 
people can turn into fascists 
within the speed of light. With 
Polanski, however, the film becomes 
a combination of a sick romance and 
the need for the human spirit to sur- 
vive; the relationship between the 
"maiden and her torturer borders on a 
perverse love affair. By closing up 
the play, obliterating all the external 
references to mothers and dinnerpar- 
ties, the film inhabits a metaphysical 
terrain equal to the holodeck on Star 
Trek. 

The guilt or innocence of Doc 
tor Miranda (Ben Kingsley)- 
the accused stranger-is merely 
the springboard for Polanski's film. 
Polanski turns up a notch on the sex 
and V iolence, and creates enough fric- 



tion between the three characters to 
create electricity for the entire West 
Coast. By abstracting the politics 
(the location is no longer the "Chile" 
so coyly disguised in Dorfman's text) 
the film becomes metaphoric rather 
than rhetoric, it's a neat hat trick that 
Polanski pulls without much ado. 

Working within the tight 
confines of the one set, 
Polanski has found the 
horror that was so crucial to Knife in 
the Water, Repulsion andRosemary's 
Baby. Trapping a viewer into an en- 
closed space as the walls slowly close 
in is much more horrifying than any- 
thing Wes Craven has ever tried to 
do. 

The camera in Death and the 
Maiden doesn't just observe. 
It breathes, it suffocates. The 
camera steadily focuses on the every- 
day items in the household, which 
become the objects of torture and 
fear - a small carving knife, a radio 
even a tire become pawns within this 
game of survival. 

The opening sequence of the 
film, in which the camera 
observes Weaver tearing the 
a piece out of a chicken and taking a 
fist worth of salad to dine in the 
closet, is one of Polanski's best. As 
an automobile approaches. Weaver 
runs around the house with such fer- 
vour - arming herself, loading a re- 



volver as if death himself were near- 
ing. From this moment onward, the 
viewer is hooked as well as extremely 
uncomfortable, and this tension 
doesn't let up. 

For Death and the Maiden to 
work, it needs a strong cast 
and a remarkable leading lady. 
Sigoumey Weaver proves up to the 
task. Weaver portrays Paulina's rage 
and mental anguish with such force, 
rewriting the role Dorfman crafted 
by creating an actual character. 

When Weaver recounts the 
events of her ordeal at the 
hands of Doctor Miranda, 
her stonehard face twists and turns 
with such fury that it's as if bombs are 
being set off inside her head. Any 
other actor would deliver this confes- 
sion in a quiet, detached hum, not 
Weaver; she delivers this horrific 
speech with a rage so violently out of 
control that the viewer is both in awe 
and in fear. 

By the film's conclusion. 
Weaver undergoes a trans 
formation. In a silent close- 
up, each wrinkle in her brow disap- 
pears and seems to change before our 
very eyes - even her hair seems softer. 

Ben Kingslcy portrays Doctor 
Miranda, the innocent vie 
tims or the villainous maso- 
chist whose crimes arc worthy of 
Doctor Mengelc - the coincidence is 



not accidental. There are people who 
actually quite fond of Ben Kingsley's 
work. I am not one of them. Watch- 
ing him being bound and clobbered 
in every manner imaginable was quite 
a pleasure. Kingsley's method of 
acting - which consists of his un- 
yielding ability to stare without blink- 
ing - actually works to the film's 
advantage. His character's guilt or 
innocence is never certain, nor are his 
real motives ever clear. 

Stuart Wilson forms the other 
point in this Bermuda Trian 
gle as the husband who is not 
sure whose side he's on. Wilson is 
aided by Weaver's edginess and he 
comes through with a performance 
that is bound to guarantee his next 
role will be better than his last job in 
Garry Marshall's opus E.xit to Eden. 

Unlike the play which essen 
tially solves the puzzle, 
Polanski keeps things under 
a thick cloud, never revealing the 
truth. This is what Kafka's The Trial 
would have been like if the charac- 
ters from Whose Afraid of Virainlu 
Woolf? had played it - it's not exactly 

fun. yet it's remarkable.

Cooper cover band, Creedence, and 
ZZ Top. We thought it was ridicu- 
lous. We couldn't get a gig unless 
we played cover tunes. That was the 
scene then. So we played all these 
really obscure cover tunes that peo- 
ple didn't know anyways and then 
they wouldn ' t know when we slipped 
in an original tune. Play ten cover 
songs that they don't know. Well, 
you can play ten of your own songs 
and tell them they're cover tunes, 
which is what we used to do. So we 
formed as a reaction in some ways to 
these cover bands. So then to see 
these cover bands covering us, it's 
just like, I think they've totally 
missed the point of what our band is 
about If anything, we'd want to 
encourage young musicians out there 
to play their own music and try to 
find your own voice and just stick to 
that. They'lldowhateverthey want, 
but it's kind of annoying when you 
see them — cover bands. They suck 
up all the money that's available for 
these young bands, so a young band 
that's doing their own thing, there's 
no money for them. You can't make 
it. 

L: What kinds of bands do you listen 
to? 

B: Now? I listen to a lot of stuff that 
has nothing to do with what we do. I 
listen to a lot of world music. I listen 
to a lot of sort of jazz, I guess you'd 
call it — Miles Davis .

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Lady Vees Capture Championship

The Laurentian Lady Vees 
Basketball team recaptured the 
OWIAA Championship from their 
arch-rivals, the U of T Blues, in the 
Blues' own Sports Gym last week- 
end. 

Sunday afternoon's champi- 
onship game was a thriller as the 
Lady Vees withstood the Blues' sec- 
ond half rally to defeat U of T 64-60. 
Sue Stewart capped off an excellent 
tournament effort to receive the Player 
of the Game honours for her 2 1 points 
and 5 assists, and was presented later 
with the coveted OWIAA Tourna- 
ment Most Valuable Player for a stel- 
lar offensive display in which she 
contributed a total of 57 points in her 
three games. 

Dianne Norman was not to be 
left out of the awards. Dianne 's 50 
points and 37 rebounds in the tourna- 
ment earned her a Tournament All- 
Star. Incredibly, 1 7 of those rebounds 
came in the championship game, a 
crucial factor for the Lady Vees' suc- 
cess. 

Head Coach Peter Ennis' start- 
ing five for the tournament were Sue 
Stewart, Dianne Norman, Joy 
McNichol, Katie Malone, and Tanya 
Tatti. At the awards banquet prior to 
Friday's first-round game against 
McMaster, the Laurentian players 
cleaned up the awards as well as their 
plates. Stewart, Norman, and 
McNichol all received East Division 
All-Star selections, while Norman 
was also honoured as the East Divi- 
sion's Most Valuable Player and re- 
ceived the Coaches' Award of Merit 
for her combination of athletics, aca- 
demics, and extra-curricular activi- 
ties. Shelly Dewar was chosen for the 
East Division's Rookie of the Year 
award. 

Imagine the opposing team's 
anxiety when facing Laurentian 's 
three starting All-Stars, while the 
Rookie of the Year has to wait for a 
substitution to get in. A deeply tal- 
ented line-up indeed. 

In Friday's game against 
McMaster, the Lady Vees unceremo- 
niously dumped the Marauders by a 
final score of 68-44. Rookie guard 
Tanya Tatti was an excellent defen- 



sive and offensive support for the 
Lady Vees "big three," as she re- 
corded five steals and five assists in 
the game. Stewart netted 18 points 
and added 7 steals for Laurentian, 
while Norman also contributed 18 
points and pulled down 9 rebounds. 
Dewar played solidly inside, grab- 
bing 6 rebounds in the game. 

The half-time score of 28-22 
in Laurentian 's favour indicated the 
difficulties the Lady Vees had in keep- 
ing their early momentum. Mac came 
back from a 1 9-4 deficit to threaten to 
tie the game because, according to 
Coach Ennis, "we started very fast, 
and scored the easy hoops," but when 
the players that had established the 
pace sat, their substitutes attempted 
to keep up the same pace, and simply 
could not. 

Marauders Coach Theresa 
Burns was happy with her team's job 
on the defensive boards, and overall 
defensively in the first half. But in 
the second half, she admitted that the 
Mac "came out flat and couldn't hit 
our shots. That's been our major 
affliction all season — cold shooting 
slumps in the second half." 

Laurentian took advantage of 
the Mac slump to go on a 21 point 
unanswered scoring streak and didn't 
look back. The entire Lady Vees 
bench enjoyed playing time and 
nearly every player contributed to the 
final score in a true team effort. 

On Saturday our team ad- 
vanced to the championship semi- 
finals to meet up for the fourth time 
this year with the Queen's Golden 
Gaels. "Good teams don't lose big 
games" is how Ennis explained Lau- 
rentian's 54-41 win over the Golden 
Gaels which secured a berth in the 
nationals. The score was much closer 
than anticipated, as the Lady Vees 
had thoroughly dominated Queen's 
in their previous meetings. 

"That's what happens when 
you blow out a team by 40 the week 
before," said Ennis. Queen's bore 
down on defence and East Division 
AU-Star Jaylene Morrison merci- 
lessly penetrated the Lady Vees' de- 
fence to keep the score 23-22 at the 
half in Laurentian's favour. 
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However, the Lady Vees rose 
to the occasion, as Stewart poured in 
18 points, while Norman carefully 
accumulated 15 points and 11 re- 
bounds. Joy McNichol was another 
big factor in Laurentian's win, add- 
ing 1 1 points and 7 rebounds to the 
mix. 

As #5 Toronto had earlier 
upset the #4 Western Mustangs in 
front of a capacity crowd to win their 
own championship semi-final, the 
stage was set for a rematch of last 
year's provincial championship. Eve- 
ryone anticipated the meeting be- 
tween the two rivals, as the Blues had 
earlier fought the #2 Lady Vees to a 
tie, in Toronto, which Laurentian took 
in overtime. 

"It's going to be a war" is how 
Ennis predicted the match, and the 
Sports Gym was filled to overflow- 
ing with mostly Blues fans looking 
for Laurentian blood. But the Lady 
Vees struck early, led by Dianne 
Norman's unstoppable rebounding 
and Sue Stewart's phenomenal scor- 
ing touch. Joy McNichol scored 10 of 
her 12 points in the first half, while 
Sarah Kieffer and Katie Malone added 
6 points each to the cause. 

At the half-time mark, the 
crowd was subdued and the score 
was 32-21, favouring Laurentian. The 
Lady Vees scored the first 4 points of 
the second half, but Toronto began to 
claw their way back towards the Lady 
Vees on the strength of Laurie 
Pinkney and Elizabeth Hart's hot 
three-point hands. But the mantra 
"good teams don't lose big games" 
applied even more forcefully here, as 
the Lady Vees denied the Blues and 
the crowd the upset that they wanted, 
to win 64-60. 

Damn that gold looked good 
around the necks of our players. Un- 
fortunately, our team didn't get the 
chance to cut down the champion- 
ship nets, as the backboards were 
immediately raised, supposedly in 
anticipation of the Blues' men's game 
later that evening. However, the bus 
ride back to Sudbury was a joyous 
one, as the Lady Vees deservedly 
celebrated their provincial champi- 
onship and blew off some steam be- 
fore the upcoming CIAU Champion- 
ships, to be held at Lakehead from 
March 10-12. Congratulations to the 
Lady Vees!

On the men's side three races were held. In the lOK freestyle Ben 
Sidney placed eighth, Scott Lemon 1 8th, and Chris Hooper 24th. In the 1 OK 
classic Lemon led the way at 16th followed by Sidney at 19th and Ben 
Stevenson in 20th. The third race was the 3X1 OK relay and Laurentian was 
narrowly beaten out of a top three finish. Sidney, Lemon, and Hooper 
combined to place fourth, just behind Lakehead. 

Overall, coach Ken Sidney was pleased by the performance of both 
the men's and women's teams. Good luck to Shannon Dunn who will not be 
returning next year and will be sadly missed. Despite the loss of Dunn the 
team looks like it will be strong once again next year as we look forward to 
similar results in 1996.

Is This What Sport Is All About?

In the span of a week, I have witnessed 
two rather disturbing incidents at the Ben Avery 
Gymnasium on the campus of Laurentian Uni- 
versity. Both of these incidents occurred during 
OUAA Varsity Men's Basketball games. 

I feel compelled to write in order to 
express my concern for the future of 
interuniversity athletics and for sport in gen- 
eral. However, my concern does not stop with 
sport. I am likewise worried about the current 
state of affairs in the society in which we live. 

I am an avid supporter of interuniversity 
athletics and have been for many years. In all 
the time that I have spent at athletic competi- 
tions, there has never been any one particular 
incident that moved me as deeply as these two 
have. 

Based upon a great deal of reflection, I 
have been left with the following question: Is 
this what sport is all abou tVrior to my attempt- 
ing to answer this question, let me first describe 
the two incidents of which I speak. 

The first incident occurred on Sunday, 
February 1 2th during a game between Lauren- 
tian and York University. During the second 
half of the game, Laurentian was leading by a 
dozen points and beginning to dominate play. The York players, on the other hand, were clearly frustrated at the 
inability to stop the Laurentian team. One particular individual on the York team was allowing this frustration to 
adversely affect his game and was clearly in need of a rest. As he left the court, the York player walked past the 
coaching staff and said, "Go and fuck yourself!" He then proceeded to sit at the end of the bench as far away from 
his coaches and teammates as was possible. The head coach immediately confronted the player by grabbing his shirt 
and verbally reprimanding him by saying, "Don't youever say that to him again!" Two minutes later, this player 
was substituted back into the game as if nothing had happened. 

The second incident occurred on Friday, February 17th in a game against Ryerson. Throughout the duration 
of the game, several Laurentian supporters, who were sitting behind the visiting team's bench, heckled the Ryerson 
players and coaching staff — it should be noted that although these students were provoking the Ryerson team, their 
comments were in no way profane. Late in the first half, Laurentian scored a flurry of baskets and opened up a 
considerable lead. This was attributable to the excellent play of Laurentian in conjunction with a multitude of errors 
that the Ryerson team committed. At this pojnt, the Ryerson Head Coach, who was jumping up and down on the 
sideline and was somewhat distressed, turned to the hecklers and yelled, "Why don't you guys fuck off !? Fuck you, 
you fuckin' jerks! I'll take you outside!" 

Both of these incidents were disturbing. 

It can be argued that the philosophy underlying them was that of winning at all costs, or as Lombardi put it, 
"winning isn't everything, it's the only thing." 

Once again, I pose the question: /^ this what sport is all aboutTl shall respond by stating that there is more 
to sport than winning and losing. Surely, if winning is the ultimate end to any athletic contest, the manner in which 
we participate can be deemed irrelevant and / or unimportant. This very fact was exemplified by the attitudes of the 
York player and Ryerson coach. Thus, the end justifies the means regardless of how we go about achieving the end 
of winning. This point of view would accept such behaviours as illustrated in the aforementioned examples and, 
as such, there would be nothing fundamentally "wrong" with telling the coach or group of spectators to "fuck off." 

One may also argue that treating athletes as a means to the end of winning is an acceptable practice. As long 
as victory is recorded at the end of the game, anything goes. Once again, if this is all there is to sport, then there is 
a fundamental flaw in the way in which we are participating in sport. Taking this one step further, since sport is a 
microcosm of life, it can be argued that there is likewise, a fundamental flaw in our philosophy of life. 

Athletic competition reflects the values, attitudes, beliefs, and philosophies of those participating in this 
pastime. This is applies to sport as well as life outside of sport — if the two can indeed be separated. Being a witness 
to these two incidents at interuniversity athletic competitions makes one question what values, attitudes, beliefs, 
and philosophies are currently held by those individuals who are associated with and employed by our institutions 
of "higher learning." 

The arguments against that attitude of winning at all costs are many, however, what is important is for each 
of us to determine for ourselves whether or not this behaviour is acceptable in interuniversity athletics, in sport, and 
in life. This is our freedom of choice as human beings. 

Let me than leave you with a question: Is this what sport I life is all about?
